Thdt it will not do to put all of one's 


eggs in one basket has been thoroughly 
demonstrated by the berry crop this sea- 
son. With thousands of crates ripe the 
ability to reach a market is •without any 
fault of ours suddenly taken away. The 
strawberry crop has been the principal 
one of this section, and -while it will not 
only hold its present yield, but will 
double and treble it, it will in a year or 
two become of secondary importance. 
Prunes, peaches, cherries and small 
fruits generally are a necessity to the 
fruitgrower because they furnish him 
with money early in the season as well 
as early in his business. 
They are a 


moans to an end, furnishing money to 
support the family and to improve the 
farms. They all bear one fatal objection 
as a crop to be relied upon, and that is 
tho absolute necessity of finding a mar- 
ket for them as soon as they aro ripo. 
This may not bo true of the prune, but 
for it tho same c <udition exists—itmu&t 
be taken care of at onco when ripo. 


The fruib of Hood Rivor, the one that 


is to make hor famous as well as pios- 
perous, is tho winter apple. That cau 
be kept. It can bo gathered loisurelj', 
once in bearing, bring bettor and stead- 
ier returns and at the very least outlay. 
John Sweeny's orchard last year, ius 
first year of bearing, produced more not 
money than would or could have been 
derived from the same area of laud 
sown to-wheat in S6 years. This year it, 
should yield 60 times as much, Juext 
year 70 times as much, and then for 20 
years 100 times as much. 
In other 


words, one aero of winter apples is 
worth more, yonr in and year out, thnn 
100 acres of -wheat. Six acres of good 
orchard will yield a larger net yn-id 
than a section of wheat land. Multiply 
tho acres in Hood River valley by 100 
and Home idea of the wealth that it \i ill 
eventually produce may bo gained. 


In other words, every section in IruU 


will produce a cash value equal to tluc c 
townships of wheat. Tho winter nppJe 
is going to accomplish thih ic'-ult, and 
the next few years as tho young 01 
chords come into bearing will piove fho 
truth of this assertion, though it now 
seems a wild ono. Wo can but reitot.tro 
our former words: "Plant apple trees.

Our best estimate of men and things 


is based upon relative knowledge. That 
judgement is the ripest which is the re- 
sult of comparison. 
While nothing 


approaches perfection we are able to 
best locate from an individual stand- 
point our ideal by contrast and com- 
parison. San Francisco, until I was 
able to judge it from the standpoint 
of comparison with other cities was al- 
ways to me the most wonderful aggre- 
gation of metropolitan wonders. Its 
dust-begrimmed and travel-stained ap- 
pearance seems a natural concomitant 
of city life because I had never seen 
the clean red and white buildings of 
Washington and Denver. Its streets, 
rough, rugged and dangerous I suppos- 
ed to be an accessory of active commer- 
cial life until I had ridden over the 
yielding streets of Minneapolis and St. 
Paul and over the asphalts of Wash- 
ington and Denver. The grimy fog and 
soot-laden atirosphere completely ob- 
scuring from sight the city, was of 
course, supposed to be a uecessary evil 
until I had beheld for miles before ap- 
proaching Washington its glittering 
domes and spires, or had beheld from 
the Jersey City approach the towering 
buildings of the Park.

vania Avenue. 


San Francisco to me is a shattered 


idol. It is the Alladin romance of sus- 
pecting boyhood days. 
The severe 


criticism indulged in by the eastern 
people is not without its alloy of truth. 
Never have J revisited the old familiar 
land marks with greater feelings of dis- 
appointment. It is true that the ideals 
of manhood are seldom those of boy- 
hood. The swift transitions of life are 
wonderful lo contemplate. After en- 
joying life in such a perfectly typical 
American city as Washington, or catch- 
ing glimpes of active and facinating 
New York or of enterprisirg Chicago 
San Francisco suffers by the compar- 
ison, and her defects are more glaring 
than are her virtues more softening. 
There is a great deal of sham and show 
and bluster about California and San 
Francisco. She has lived too fast and 
is now suffering from over activity.

proves a moral. She is dead in a busi- 
ness way and suffering from lack of 
transportation facilities. Seattle, Van- 
couver and Portland on the north and 
Los Angeles on the south are danger- 
ous rivals.

Enough money was invested in the 
Mid-Winter Fair to have started a 
competing line of railroad. Some half 
dozen elegant theaters are closed; her 
famous hotels are struggling to pay ax- 
pensea. Her recent money investments 
have been dead investments.

moss-backed citizens cling to their 
miserly wealth. 
From" Nob Hill a 


dozen empty palaces echo to the tread 
of stalking vanity, most of them are 
tenantless. Every third house has a 
sign ''to let." Every other man you 
meet complains of hard times. 
Her 


soup houses and cheap lodging houses 
are full. 
An army of unemployed 


stalk the streets and virtue disarmed 
of her modest shame solicits 'one on 
every corner. 


San Francisco ia unlike any other 


city in America. It most resembles 
Boston. There is a vim, an independ- 
ence and invigoration, that one does 
not meet with in the East..
